A t an adjourned m eeting 
of

town council on W ednesday 
evening 
the highway com m ittee 
reported 
a 
num ber 
of 
subscriptions 
received 
from various sections of tow’n to se­ 
cure the ta rv ia 
treatm ent 
for 
the 
streets. The sum of HOO is placed as 
the proper am ount to be subscribed 
for one block and few of the subscrip­ 
tions came up to this figure, so that 
the question w as placed in the hands 
of the highw ay committee with in­ 
structions to use their discretion as 
to the streets to be treated. 
The first block 
of 
( h a rn liers burg 
street presented a 
subscription 
list 
totaling $01. W hen informed that it 
should be increased to $100 the peti­ 
tioners stated th a t an effort would be 
made to secure that amount. The first 
block on B altim ore street guaranteed 
$80 and w as asked to raise $20 more. 
O ther sections reported subscriptions 
of varying am ounts and in every in­ 
stance requests will be made to se­ 
cure the $100 figure. 
Council decided to accept the pro­ 
position made by Springs avenue res­ 
idents last week. This provides th at 
the property ow ners there shall place 
the street in proper condition to re­ 
ceive oil and shall pay for the appli­ 
cation of th a t m aterial, council sim p­ 
ly to pay for the oil. 
For 
various 
reasons it w’as deemed best to use oil 
instead of tarv ia on th at 
p art 
of 
town. The work here will extend on 
Springs avenue from W est street to 
Hay street, which is the foot of Sem ­ 
inary Ridge. 
Residents on the second square of 
York street presented a petition to 
council asking th a t the 35 cent tarvia 
method be used on that block. They 
presented a subscription list of $217 
and said they could increase 
it 
to 
$400, which would be about half the 
cost of the work. The 35 cent method 
provides for the tearing up and roll­ 
ing of the street and the use of t a r ­ 
via, m aking a road which, with y ear­ 
ly applications, should rem ain in good 
repair for five years. Council express­ 
ed the opinion that it did not favor 
this method, that it hoped to put the 
85 cent method on that block in sev­ 
eral years if similar 
work 
on 
the 
first block proved 
>atisfactory, 
and 
the petitioners were requested to try 
to raise $100 for im m ediate tre a t­ 
m ent with the lo cent method to lie 
used elsewhere in town. 
Borough A ttorney Wible was ask ­ 
ed to look up the question of whether

Th* sheet w’as so long 
th a t Mrs. H epler was compelled to 
hang in a kneeling position in order 
to allow the carefully made noose to 
do its work, and she could have saved 
herself even a fte r adjusting it, had 
she cared to do so. Upon discovering 
'.he body Mrs. S trasbaugh summoned 
help thinking th a t life m ight not be 
extinct but exam ination showed th a t 
death had resulted.

California Executive Review* Measure 


Complained of by Japan and Cites 


Treaty Rights. 


Sacram ento, Cal., May 15.—Express­ 
ing his determ ination lo sign the alien 
land hill, recently passed by the legls 
lature, Governor H iram VV'. Johnson, 
of California, telegraphed to Secretary 
of State Bryan a long explanation of 
the a Hon ta k en by the legislature. 
The m essage was In answ er to the 
request telegraphed to the governor 
by Secretary Bryan, at the direction 
ot President Wilson, that the bill be 
vetoed. 
The governor, am ong other th in g -1 
says that the occupying of ag:! ut 
Iii rat lands by O rientals and foreigners 
ineligible to citizenship was for many 
years a grave problem in California, a 
problem uot fully understood in the 
east. 
Continuing, he says: 
“ In the phraseology of this bill. In 
those whom it affects, In its scope and 
In Its purpose, we believe we are with­ 
in our legal and our moral rights, and 
that we are doing only what Is Im­ 
peratively dem anded for the protection 
and preservation of our state 
“In this enactm ent we have kept 
ever In mind our national good faith 
as evidenced by existing treaties; and 
our desire and anxiety have been to 
act only in such fashion as would 
commend us to our slater states and 
would Justify us to our fellow conn 
try men. 
“The protect to our measure, as your 
telegram states, coatee from the rep 
resentatlve of Japan. The bill that is 
now before m e provides substantially 
In Its first sections that all aliens ell 
gihle to citizenship under the laws of 
ihe United States may acquire real 
property In the sam e m anner as (Iii 
zeus of the United Slate-, and the see 
oud section provides that all aliens 
other than those mentioned In the first 
section may acquire real property in 
the m anner and to the extent and for 
the purpose prescribed by any treaty 
pow existing between the governm ent 
of the United S tates and the nation 
or country of which such aliens are 
citizens or subjects, and may in addi­ 
tion lease for a period of th ree years 
lapds for agricultural purpose*. 
“T hus we have m ade existing tre a t­ 
ies a part of our law. and thus we 
have preserved every right that any 
foreign nation by International con 
tract has insisted upon preserving with 
our national governm ent 
“ We of California believe firmly that 
in our legislative dealings with this 
allen land question we h a re violated 
absolutely no treaty rights W e have 
shown no discrim ination: 
we 
have 
given to no nation the right to lie Jus­ 
tified in faking offense 
“So, with a strong reliance on the 
Justice and the righteousness of our 
cause, and with due deference 
and 
courtesy and with proper consideration 
for th e feelings and the views of nth 
ars 
we had hoped th authorities at 
W ashington would have seen the ques 
tlon as we in this state have been 
forced to see it 
as we m ust see it or 
be blind. 
“ You have suggested to me delay. 
but this question was very e a r n e s ts 
and fully 
presented by you to our 
legislature, and the legislature deter 
mined to proceed 
My province is to 
approve or disapprove the law as pre 
tented O ur people, as represented n 
the legislature, have overwhelmingly 
expressed th eir desire for the present 
allen land hill. The vote in th e senate 
was 35 to 2, and In the assem bly 72 
to 3 
With such unanimity of opinion, 
evfn did I hold other views, I would 
feel it n v plain duty to sign the bill, 
unless slime absolutely controlling ne 
ceslsty dem anded contrary action 
"It Is with the highest respect for 
yourself and the president that I feel 
It my duty to the state com pels me to 
approve the ac tion of the legislature."

Pasture For 8heep. 
Aa warm weather approaches tho 
ewes with their lambs win soon be 
leaving the yards for the pastures, and 
unless proper precautions are taken 
they are likely to be subjected to cer­ 
tain dangers. One of the most common 
and harmful of these to the lambs is 
that of becoming infested with para­ 
sitic worms to wblcb the ewes com­ 
monly become a prey on the fall pas­ 
tures. 
While in the yards they void 
many of these in their excreta and 
cough and sneeze out others. On ac­ 
count of the nature of their food lambs 
kept in yards are not in much danger 
of becoming Infected, but on the pas 
tures it is different. Many of the va 
tiotis kinds of worms thus dropped 
among the young grass have a faculty 
of crawling an inch or two up the 
stalks and are eaten by the cloae biting 
lambs This is one of the reaagfs whs 
constant change of pasture is so de 
sirs tile for sheep and why pastures be 
rome ’sheep Kick.’’—Farm and Fire
